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Yes on School Bonds

Among the measures appearing on the Nov. 8 bal-
lot which will be handed to Torrance voters is a 88 mil-
lion school bond issue for the Torrance Unified School
District.

Passage of the measure, which will appear as
proposition V on the ballot, is a must if the Torrance
schools are to meet the immediate educational needs
of this community in the most economical manaer. The
measure requires a two-thirds majerity for approval

The $9 million bond issue will provide funds for
the purchase of new school sites, for construction of
new schools, and for new and needed classrooms at
many of the district’s 38 existing schools.

The need for these facilities is obvious. Nearly 900
youngsters are now attending school on half-day ses-
sions and that number could increase significantly if
the district is unable to continue its construction pro-
grams.

Bond funds authorized by the voters three years
ago have been exhausted. As much as $300.000 from
the district's general fund-monies collected each year
to finance operating expenses—will be required to pay
for buildings now under construction if the bond issue
is rejected.

School bonds offer the taxpayer the mast econom-
fcal alternative for new classrooms. If the bonds are
rejected, the pi t Board of Education will have
little choice but to attempt to meet the staggering needs
of the district through an increase in taxes. That in
crease would add $40 to $50 to each homeowner's tax
bill next year to finance a “pay-as-you-go” construe-
tion program.

Bonds, on the other hand, would mean little or
no increase in property taxes. The present tax rate
would merely be extended for several years, thus
spreading the cost of school facilities among future
generations who will use them.

Proposition V represents, the most economical so-
lution to the problems occasioned by the rapid growth
of the Torrance schools and the Press-Herald strong!y
recommends a ‘‘yes” vote on it.

And remember, it requires two “yes” votes .for
every ‘“no” vote if it is to pass.
